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Comrie : Deil’s Cauldron The Deil’s Cauldron is 
fully a mile from the village and reached by a richly 
wooded glen. The Cauldron is a large deep pool, basin 
shaped, into which, ihrough a deep gorge cut in the solid 
rock, the waters of the Lednock rush with terrific force. 
The cliffs, forming an irregular circle, rise about 150 feet 
on all sides, and in the autumn, when the trees are turning 
gold and crimson, the scene realises one's prettiest notions 
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
